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28 Fires Set 
In Local Church 
$5,000 Loss 


One of the oldest churches in Pomona escaped 
serious damage Monday night after an arsonist set 
28 fires throughout the building. 


Firemen said they are investigating the possibi­ 
lity that fires set at the First Presbyterian Church, 
Holt Avenue and Gibbs St., may have been caused 
by the same person who set three other fires in the 
same neighborhood on May 29. 


Damage to the 85-yeur-old church was estimated 
at $5,000. “ Only 10 minutes more and the entire 
building would have been involved in fire, ’ Harry 
Williamson, fire chief, said. 


Firemen were called to the scene after the Rev. 
Jerry Elliott, an associate pastor, smelled smoke 
in the building, Arriving at the scene about 8:04 
p.m., firemen discovered fires set with toilet tis­ 
sue, books and other materials in all parts of the 
buildings. Most of the damage was centered in the 
kitchen of the church. 
Mr. Elliott was trying to extinguish some of the 
fires when fire department crews arrived on the 
scene, officials said. He had been in his church of­ 
fice counseling a couple who were planning to be

Members who violate the taboo 
will be imed $1,0 0 0, and the others will be suspended 
from work for two weeks.

The commission, set up in the 
hours after the shooting of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy last year, 
has published previous studies 
on 
“ Violence 
in 
America,” 
“ Firearms 
and

American Lite” and investiga­

ances m Chicago, Miami, Cleve­ 
land and Washinuton. 
“ This nation cannot have it 
both ways,” the new study con­ 
cluded. “ Either it will carry 
through a firm commitment to 
massive and widespread politi­ 
cal and social reform, or it will 
develop into a society of garri­ 
son cities where order is en­ 
forced without due process of 
law and without consent of the 
governed.” 
The study was directed by Je ­ 
rome H. Skolnick, a professor of 
sociology at the University of 
California, San Diego.

Sharp Urges City To Do More and Spend More 


A vigorous? downtown redevel­ 
opment program, a .shift in the 
tax burden, an aggressive an­ 
nexation policy, expansion of 
the police helicopter patrol and 
administrative 
reorganization 
are some of the major items 
in 
City 
Administrator 
Fred 
Sharp’s annual budget message. 
The 23-page report also is cri­ 
tical of federal and state gov­ 
ernments for failure to bring 
about reforms that would result 
in municipalities having more 
than 
“ starvation budgets” 
to 
work WMth. 
Sharp 
recommends 
further 
study before going ahead with 
the proposed north ule branch 
library and asks for more sup­ 
port for the parks, recreation 


and library programs. 
He justifies the proposed 5 
per cent alcoholic drink tax on 
the grounds that part of the 
police problems created at on- 
sale 
liquor 
establishments 
should be defrayed by patrons 
who frequent them. 
The proposed 5 per cent utility 
consumption tax, he said, is a 
measure to stop the increased 
dependence on the ad valorem 
property tax and “ is more near­ 
ly in keeping with ability to 
pay and will broaden the tax 
base to include the renter and 
the lessee in the support of a 
fair share of the government 
load.” 
Sharp also a^ks for the repeal 
of the sewer service charge on 


or before Sept. 1, and for the 
re-establishment of the sanitary 
sewer function as a utility under 
the water depaitment, adjusting 
water rates to pay for sewer 
line construction and mainten­ 
ance. 
Of 
increasing the tax rate 
from $1.99' 2 to $2.17 per $100 
of assessed valuation to pay for 
parks, recreation and library 
programs, he said: 
“ New parks and public plazas 
have to be maintained at the 
high level they were built. Rec­ 
reation programs are expanded 
to serve neighborhood needs, es­ 
pecially for teen-age and youth 
groups. The library added Sun­ 
day service and new collections. 
“The inflationary spiral has 


had serious impact on the cost 
of materials, especially in the 
area of book purchases. Finally, 
the effect of holding the line 
has caught up with us. 
“The budget proposes full sup­ 
port of these three departments 
as requested by the l i b r a r y 
board of trustees and park and 
recreation commission. With the 
only significant source of funds 
resting with the property tax, 
wre 
recommend 
a 
modest 
increase.” 
Although the Helicopter Avail­ 
able for L o c a l Observation 
(HALO) program has been in 
operation less than six months 
Sharp said “every indication so 
far is that the program has been 
highly successful in assisting our 


ground units, 
in discouraging 
criminal activity and in improv­ 
ing the feeling of safety of our 
citizens ” 
The budget recommends top 
priority being given to the dou­ 
bling of the 
HAI.O progr.im 
through the purchase of a sec­ 
ond helicopter and the hiring of 
a second crew. 
On annexations, Sharp com­ 
mented: 
“ While still maintaining the 
policy that those who annex to 
the city do so out of their own 
desires, a progrm of salesman­ 
ship is being devised so that all 
areas in the Pomona sphere of 
influence can logically become 
a part of this city.” 
“ We must concentrate our ef­ 


forts this year on a downtown 
hotel and social conference cen­ 
ter, new high-rise office build­ 
ings, banks ind financial insti­ 
tutions, multil irmly residential, 
new retail u os, with a down­ 
town transportation center and 
civic auditorium to follow in its 
wake. 
The city administrator recom­ 
mends that tho administrative 
offices be remodeled to accom­ 
modate the program and oper­ 
ations, analyst, the Redevelop­ 
ment Agency and Civil Defense 
executive directors, 
and t h e 
community relations coordinator 
He also suggests a summer 
intern program and creating the 
position of special projects co­ 
ordinator. 


It is no longer possible, Sharp 
continued, to meet the needs of 
growing urban societies on star­ 
vation budgets. 


“ Problem, of human beings 
must be prevented or solved in 
the communities and the metro­ 
politan regions where they oc­ 
cur. Preventive human mainte­ 
nance must be the order of the 
day, for it is the cheapest, even 
though it involves increased in­ 
itial costs to get at 
the causes 
of social and economic breakup. 
“ The essential need is to leave 
more of the taxpayers’ dollars 
at the local level. The return to 
the concept of local problem­ 
solving by local entities m u s t 
carry with it the funds that are 
needed to do the job properly.”

salary raise. 


The matter was brought up at the afternoon dis­ 
cussion session when Bryant indicated he wanted 
the council to take some action on the proposal at 
the evening meeting. 
Lawing said it was inappropriate to discuss sal­ 
aries at that time. 


“ Salaries are part of the budget and should be 
discussed during budget sessions,” he said. The 
first budget session is scheduled for 4 this after­ 
noon. 
“ If the majority of the council approves 7K per 
cent we can work around that ligure,” Bryant insis­ 
ted. 
At the risk of incurring the wrath of city em ­ 
ployes, Lawing said he is opposed to making any 
decision until the council decides where funds are 
coming from to pay for raises, 


“ You just can’t wish the money, it’s got to be 
there,” the mayor remarked. “ We have to live with­ 
in the means and funds that are available to us.” 
The proposed budget includes a five per cent 
across-the board salary hike during the new fiscal 
year, an increase in retirement benefits, the 1959 
Survivor's Program, an additional 2 '. per cent hike 
for miscellaneous employes, and a special package 
for Mirvivors of firemem and police. 


City Administrator Fred 
Sharp reminded 
the 
council that the raises included in the budget were 
only a recommendation on his part. 


By law. he said, the city is limited in where it 
can seek revenues to pay employes. 


At the mght meeting, the council voted: 
— To ask Sharp for estimates on the costs in- 
volved in granting employe 
higher salary raises 
that those proposed in the budget, including a 71 j 
per cent hike for police, firemen and other employes 
beginning July 1.

— To take up the request again as an informa­ 
tional item on June 23. 
— To ask the library board of truMees to re view 
its recommendation to give library employes a 5 
per cent raise.

This 'III Wind' 
Blew No Good 


Throw away that obsolete word, “dia­ 
logue." and add two new ones to the vocabu­ 
lary of current campus events — “radical­ 
ize" and “ polarize.” 
It has reached the point at far too many 
'«•bools where administrators feel they must 
either capitulate completely to the demands 
of extremists or call in the civil authorities, 
whose 
inflexible, 
indiscriminate, 
heavy- 
landed and too frequently brutal methods 
nerely radicalize formerly neutral and mod­ 
erate students and thus {»olarize everyone 
.nto two warring camps. 
The University of California at Berkeley, 
Where the student 
revolution began five 
rears ago. has just given the nation the 
classic prototype for this process. It also 
illustrates how a combination of moral right­ 
eousness and blockheadedness on both sides 
can escalate into tragedy. 
It began when a vacant, three-acre lot 
near die university, which was owned by 
the university and had remained unused for 
nearly two years, was expropriated by stu­ 
dents, ex-students, quasi-students, hippies 
and other assorted “street people" and 
turned into a 4‘people s park " with sod and 
trees and -wings for children. Thereupon, 
the university, viewing the park more as 
a seedbed for rebellion than fl >wers, an­ 
nounced its intention to turn the land into 
a soccer field and recreation area and 
eventually build student 
apartmnets and 
dormitories. 
This announcement inspired an un-igned 
proclamation in the underground “Berkeley 
Barb" promising “a war of retaliation” if 
the university moved against the park. "If 
iho university attempts to reclaim $1.3 mil­ 
lion worth of land now claimed hv the peo­ 
ple. we will destroy $T> million worth of um- 
versity property," it spouted. 
Attempts to discuss the issue with stu­ 
dents failed for a number of reasons, on<i 
of which, said a university spokesman, was 
that they refused to organize a responsible 
committee with which iho university could 
consult. 
“Their 
values 
and 
philosophies 
stress individual participation rather than 
the forms of representative government." 
he explained. 
In less fancy words, the university was 
up against a mass emotional movement with 
no leadership structure that could be par­ 
leyed with. In still plainer words: mob ac­ 
tion.’ 
In 
the 
meantime. 
18 
local 
residents 
signed a petition demanding that the uni­ 
versity and the police put a stop to boister­ 
ous nighttime activities by students in the 
park. 
The stage for confrontation was beautiful­ 
ly set. The radicalizing and polan/.ing proc­ 
ess, already in high gear on the campus 
and in the surrounding community, was ac­ 
celerated when polk e cleaned the park and 
a work crew began fencing it in. A crowd 
of students, et «1, marched on the park. 
The famous riot ensued. 
In the chaotic hours that followed, an 
onlooker was killtal by police buckshot. At 
least 43 others were wounded. Governor 
Reagan called in the National Guard, whose 
commander, evidently thinking he was m 
Vietnam, proceeded to commit overkill |>\ 
using a helicopter to bomb ihc rioters with 
tear gas, which naturally drilled all over 
the place. 
Not only did this action radicalize and 
polarize people who had no c o n n e c tio n with 
the university or the controversy, ii ter­ 
rorized scores of innooiit nearby school 
children as well. 
The entire scenario could not have been 
executed with more periection had it been 
wrilten and directed In a professional an­ 
archist. Some people will believe that ii was 
and, “polarized” in this belief, will demand 
even fiercer repression the next time. And 
that, quite possibly, is e x a c tly what some 
extremists, who really don’t give a damn 
about people or a people's park, are hoping 
for. 
Thus it was at Berkeley’ —— an asinine, 
manufactured confrontation in which every­ 
body lost. Thus it will be at odcr supposed 
citadels of the human intellect until a lot 
more people—-students, faculty. administra­ 
tors, citizens and law enforcement authori­ 
ties alike- start refusing to he “radicalized” 
and “polarized” either to the right or to 
the left and start exercising <i lot more 
common sense.

On Judges 


And Courts 


When Judge W arren 
E a r ! 
Burger becomes chief justice of 
the United States he m ay sur­ 
prise many. 
\ search through Burger’s le­ 
gal o p i n i o n s and dissents, 
speeches and dissertations, can 
lead one to the conclusion that 
the man is a radical. A radical, 
at least, as defined by Webster; 
“ A person disposed to make ex­ 
trem e changes in existing views, 
habits, 
conditions 
or

tions.”

operate— 
“ a uniform does not make an 
effective policeman any m o r e 
than a black robe makes a good 
judge.” 


I \en an SDS college militant 
might be hard put to top Bur­ 
ge r’s attack on the nation’s law 
schools: 
Law school graduates, s a y s 
Burger, too often can “ . . . give 
a lucid dissertation on refine­ 
ments of corporate spin-offs or 
vertical m ergers but . . . not 
know how to advise a pregnant 
unm arried girl, or old p e o p l e 
needing help on Social Security, 
ur wage earners taken in bv a 
fast-talking encyclopedia sales­ 
man or a confidence man sell­ 
ing home improvements.

In all but a few 
states we imprison this defend­ 
ant in places where he will be a 
poorer human being when he 
comes out than when he went in 
—a person with little or no con­ 
cern for law or for his fellow 
nu n and very often with a fixed 
hatred of all authority and or­ 
der. Often he is mindlessly and 
aggressively determined to live 
In plundering and looting.” 
“ In part, the terrible price we 
are paying in crime is because 
we have tended—once the d ra ­ 
m a of the trial is over—to re­ 
gard all criminals as h u m a n 
rubbish. . . .**

DREW PEARSON S MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Dirksen Pushing Another Judge 


Before Background Is Disclosed 


Sen. Everett McKinley Dirk- 
sen of Illinois has become the 
eagerest eager-beaver on Capi­ 
tol Hill to rush the confirmation 
of federal judges. 


He tried to push the confir­ 
mation of prospective C h i e f 
Justice Warren Burger up from 
June 9 to June 5 for fear more 
details would leak out regard­ 
ing B urger’s amazing discussion 
at the Santa B arbara C e n t e r 
for the Study of Democratic In­ 
stitutions at which Burger blast 
ed the Fifth Amendment, c a s t 
doubt on the jury system, and 
decried the presumption of in­ 
nocence until proved guilty. 


In contrast to Burger, Chief 
Justice Warren was appointed in 
September 1953 and he was not 
confirmed until M arch 2, 1954. 
Yet every chapter of his long 
lilt- 
as 
attorney 
general 
and 
governor of California was well 
known, in contrast to the little- 
known Burger. 


Now it developes that S e n . 
Dirksen is pushing confirmation 
of 
another 
judge 
of 
dubious 
qualification, Charles A. Bain of 
Chicago, to the Seventh Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 


Bain is a m em ber of the law 
firm of Eshurn, Lincoln and Be­ 
all, which represent* Common­ 
wealth Edison, Sam Insull’s old 
utility firm. He has been on the 
speci.il-interest side in e v e r y 
squabble in Chicago. 


In addition, he has a record 
of 
favoring 
religious 
segrega­ 
tion. When Judge lacob Braude, 
for 35 years on the Illinois Cir­ 
cuit Court applied for an a p a rt­ 
ment at 209 Lake Shore Prive 
in Chicago, he was barred as a 
result of Bain's opposition be­ 
cause he is Jewish. Bain was 
both a resident in the apartm ent 
house and attorney for the m an ­ 
agement. 


Bain 
also 
helped 
b ar 
Phil 
Klutznick, bead of B'nai B’rith 
and form er am bassador to the 
United Nations; also Dr. Morris 
I ishtxun, former editor of the 
American 
Medical 
Association 
Journal. In each case, the re a ­ 
son 
was 
the applicant’s 
reli­ 
gion. 


“ He raised so much hell with 
the m a n a g e m e n t , ' 
Judge 
Braude told this column, “ that 
they tinally turned me down. 
He was their attorney. He has 
been trying to backtrack now 
that he has been appointed to 
the Court of Appeals. But the 
facts are there, and he c an ’t 
escape th>>m. 


“ I 
have written 
to Senator 
Dirksen saying that I would be 
willing to come to Washington to 
testify, but I haven't h e a r d 
from him ." 


Word from inside the Judici­ 
ary ( ommittee, of which Dirk­ 
sen is a mem ber, is that he is 
not anxious to have J u d g e 
Braude come to Washington. Me 
wants to get Bain confirmed be­ 
fore his background leaks out, 
just as he has been pushing 
B urger’s 
confirmation 
before 
his background becomes f u l l y 
known. 


Note—As a result of J u d g e 
B urger’* 
extrem e 
statements 
at Santa B arbara regarding the 
jury 
system and the F i f t h 
A nundm ent, the Southern Cali­ 
fornia American Civil Liberties 
Union passed a resolution urg­ 
ing a review of B urger's back­ 
ground regarding civil liberties. 
However, Sen. Dirksen has been 
pushing confirmation before any 
opposition develops.

I found him very 
anxious for better understand­ 
ing with the United States. 
“ Later I saw Khrushchev. I 
thought he would be a clown, 
but he w asn’t. He was dead se­ 
rious. He knew all there was 
to be known about American-So­ 
viet 
relations, 
but 
he 
didn’t 
know enough about farming. I 
gave him some good advice on 
farm ing,” 
Ellender is chairm an of the 
Senate 
Agriculture 
Committee 
and lias farm problems at his 
fingertips. 
The senator from 
Louisiana 
went back to Russia this past 
sum m er and traveled from Si­ 
beria to Moscow. 


“ I found everyone friendly,” 
he said. “ The Russians didn't 
try to hide anything. They let 
me go to any city I wanted in 
Siberia. I even went up to the 
Lena River, where they m i n e 
gold. 
“ The most important thing for 
the United States and Russia to 
do is 
understand each other. 
We have our system. They have 
theirs. But w e’ve got to work 
together If we do, we can m ain­ 
tain the peace of the world. If 
we don't, there will be another 
w ar.” 
Senator Ellender takes w i t h 
him a Bell & Howell cam era 
and recently told Sen. ( b u c k 
Percy of Illinois, former presi­ 
dent of Bell & Howell, how he 
had worked out some gadgets 
to improve the cam era. Ellen­ 
der has also brought back some 
fascinating film of the Soviet 
Union, and goes to great lengths 
to report to Senate colleagues 
on his trips, some 
of it the 
niinutia of dinner table conver­ 
sation but some of it important 
for 
better 
understanding 
be­ 
tween peoples. 
You get the feeling from talk­ 
ing to the senator from Louisi­ 
ana 
that 
if the White House 
would follow his advice instead 
of building the ABM, the world 
would be better off. 


Agreement on the withdrawal 
of some American troops from 
Vietnam in late sum m er comes 
just in the nick of time. Just in 
time, that is to say, for P resi­ 
dent Nixon. 


The mood is hardening, as is 
evident to anyone moving about 
the country. While the students 
are at one extrem e on the Vi­ 
etnam w ar, the view among cit­ 
izens 
of 
widely 
v a r y i n g 
rank and age is turning from 
skepticism and doubt over the 
adm inistration’s approach to one 
of sour conviction that it is only 
more of the sam e. They don t 
seem to be able to do any m ore 
than the Johnson crowd when it 
comes to ending the w ar—this 
expresses a growing impatience 
with what seems to many shilly­ 
shallying delays. 


Taking out only 25,000 troops, 
m any of them p art of the top- 
heavy support structure, should 
do a lot to satisfy the moder­ 
ates on the college cam puses 
and isolate the extremists. 
It 
will be proof that an end to the 
war is in sight, even though 
complete withdrawal is clouded 
by doubts as to whether the 
South 
Vietnamese 
arm y 
can 
take over the fighting. 
On the campuses, the w ar is 
closely linked to the draft. P as­ 
sage of the Nixon draft plan— 
a lottery with vulnerability con­ 
centrated on the 19-year-olds as 
against the present seven-year 
period 
between 
the 
ages 
of 
19 and 25—would lessen tensions. 
Educators on several campuses 
expressed the view that such a 
change in the law would ease 
pressures, since numbers of so- 
called students are merely shel­ 
tering from the long arm of the 
draft. With no real interest in 
education, they are restless re­ 
cruits for the determined dis­ 
rupters. 
With the end of the first half- 
year of the Nixon Administra- 
tin at hand, the sticky gradual­ 
ism of the approach to the war 
carries over into domestic poli­ 
cy. The preoccupation with a 
balanced budget is cutting into 
program s to rebuild the cities 
and train the jobless. This is in 
stark contrast with reports of 
growing anger and defiance in 
the ghettos and the very real 
peril of another su m m er of vio­ 


lence. In city after city, only 
quick action by the police keeps 
minor outbreaks within limits. 


To what degree is the Presi­ 
dent 
himself 
to 
blame? 
The 
American tradition is to zero in 
on the man at the center of 
the target. He wanted the job, 
didn’t he? 


Yet an objective look at the 
rigidities of the system itself 
and the condition of America 
and the world suggests it m ay 
not he that simple. What if Hu­ 
bert Humphrey had been presi­ 
dent 
d u r i n g 
the past 
five 
nion'hs? What if the tmv faction 
of votes in four or five states had 
gone the other way? 
Inflation, the alarm ing rise in 
the cost of living, the balance- 
of-payments problem and 
t h e 
trade balance would find Hum­ 
phrey 
in 
the sam e economic 
trap in which Nixon finds him­ 
self 
Humphrey in the W h i t e 
House might want to put on new 
taxes to pay for new program s, 
but he would have as little like­ 
lihood of success with Chairm an 
Wilbur Mills and the house ways 
and means comm ittee as Nixon. 
One can conjecture on import­ 
ant differences if the phenom­ 
enally close election had come 
out the other way. Humphrey 
would 
almost 
certainly 
have 
moved more vigorously 
a n d 
rapidly toward a settlement of 
the Vietnam war, although he 
would have faced the sam e risk 
of collapse and rout with pre­ 
cipitate action. 


On one front where the Nixon 
Administration’s sticky gradual­ 
ism has m eant delay and per­ 
haps 
failure, 
Humphrey 
was 
prepared to move quickly. With 
his long experience in nursing 
the 
test-ban 
and the nuclear 
nonproliferation treaties, Hum­ 
phrey would certainly have giv­ 
en preparation for arm s limita­ 
tion talks with the Soviets first 
priority. 
Attitudes are hardening on the 
right as well as the left and a 
cautious, 
deliberate 
N i x o n 
m ay 
well 
believe, 
as 
his 
two comm encement 
addresses 
seemed to indicate, that he can 
count on a strong reaction to 
sustain him. But that reaction 
will not solve the nation’s prob­ 
lems.

I am not now nor over have been a mem­ 
ber of the Communist Party, nor do I asso­ 
ciate with known Communists (although I do 
know several highly suspicious people who 
don’t believe the Yankees can win the pen­ 
nant this year).
